Citizens Meet and Appoint a Com- 
mittee of Safety. 


QUARANTINES DECLARED ON ALL SIDES, 


Other Cities Are Looking Out for the Wel- 
fare of Their Own Citizens—Precau- 
tions by National Authorities 


_ Pensacola, Fla., August 10.—(Special.)— 
“Not a suspicious case of sickness of any 
kind reported from the city or county up 
to this hour,’”’ was the official announcement 
made by the board of health at 6 o’clock 
this evening. 

Today has been quiet and uneventful as 
compared with yesterday. The panic is 


| over and the people have begun to think. 


The result is that nearly every person 
who has had experience with yellow fever 
is now convinced that the two deaths yes- 
terday did not occur from yellow fever. 
The only thing to support the theory of 


fever here is that Captain H.C. Northrup, 


who died seventeen days ago, had yellow 
fever. He was captain of the Echo, and 
several weeks ago went to Key West to 
tow a wrecked schooner to this port. Some- 
time after his return, be was taken sick 
and died in about six days. The two phy- 
sicians who attended him gave a certificate 


of typhoid Tever, One-of*tThe physicians 


was Dr. W. H. Ross, who attended the two 
persons who died yesterday and declared 
the cases suspicious. No fever has been re- 
ported at Key West and it is not believed 
that Captain Northrup had yellow fever. 
If this be true, the cases of yesterday de- 
clared to be yellow fever cannot be ac- 
counted for, nor traced from any source. 
That is the way the citizens view the mat- 
ter. The panic is over and business men 
are now prepared to act. A large mass 
meeting was held at noon today. It was 
attended by representative citizens of all 
tlasses. By a unanimous vote a commit- 
tee of safety consisting of five citizens 
fom each ward was appointed to thorough- 


ly investigate matters and request Sur- 


_geon General Wyman to send an expert in 
fellow fever here to make a thorough ex- 
- amination. 
After the meeting adjourned, the commit- 
tee met at the chamber of commerce and 
organized with Mr. S. C. Cobb as perma-

the yard—Warrenton and Woolsey. These 
vilages grew up from settlements of per- 
sons formerly employed for laborers in the 
yard, and they are outside the jurisdiction 
of the state of Florida and entirely sub- 
ject to that of the United States. Occa- 
sional epidemics of yellow fever have oc- 
curred in these villages, and the scourge 
nearly always extended to the employes 
of the navy yard. The purpose of the sec- 
retary of the navy is, if possible, to pro- 
tect the reservation from infection. The 
cordon around the island which Secretary 
Herbert has ordered will be turned over to 
Surgeon General Wyman and will be con- 
unued only as long as it appears to be 
absolutely necessary. Secretary Lamont 
has telegraphed the commandant of Fort 

rancas.to take every precaution to pre- 
vent infection at the fort. Most of the 
soldiers at the fort are Indians. 

In speaking of the conference Secretary 
Herbert said: “It is hoped that the steps 
contemplated will be effective to prevent 
the spread of the fever. The public may 
rest content with the assurance that every 
reasonable precaution is being taken by 
the authorities. There is nothing very 
alarming in the situation and the confer- 
ence was called only that there might be 
conypiete and thorough co-operation.” 

It_was understood that the two companies 
of United States troops at Fort Barancas, 
near Pensacola, Fla., will be removed to 
some other post on account of yellow fever 
in that vicinity. 

Surgeon General Wyman this afternoon 
received the following telegram from Pen- 
sacola: 

Without any suspicious cases being pre- 
viously reported, two deaths from yellow 
fever were announced -yesterday at 
o'clock a. m.—one an adult and the other 
a child. An autopsy was had at 2 o'clock 
p. m,, and the physicians reported that in 
their opinion death resulted from yellow 
fevef. Both cases were in. the northern 
portion of the city, one mile from the water 
front and separated about five blocks. It 
is impossible to trace the source of the 
fever. There are no other cases in the city; 
not even of a suspicious nature. The houses 
are isolated and guarded. I will wire furth-

THE DAYS OF EIGHTY-EIGHT 


Were Vividly Recalled to the People of 
Jacksonville by the News from Pensacola. 


Jacksonville, Fla.. August 10.—(Special.)— 
When it was anvounced in the morning pa- 
pers that yellow fever had broken out ip 
Pensacola there was a good deal of wild 
excitement here, for the days of 1885 were 
vividly recalled. 

It was known that the three companies 
of Pensacola troops on their way to the 
state encampment at Ocala had been turned 
back. Dr. Porter, state health officer, left 
this morning for Pensacola. F. 3B.‘ Mat- 
thews, secretary to Dr. Porter, said that a 
telegram had been sent to the doctor here 
stating that the troops had been stopped at 
Lochloosa. The telegram, however, failed 
to say whether or not the troops were 
from Pensacola. It is presumed they were 
from that city, and that the health authori- 
ties of Escambia county called them back. 
It was learned subsequently that they were 
put on board of the morning train for Pen- 
sacola at Bochloosa and will reach there at 
10 o’clock tonight. They were sorely disap- 
pointed and much crestfalien. 

A dispatch was received at the office of 
the state board of health this morning from 
F. B. Carter, mayor of Mariana, in Jackson 
county, in which he ° that in conse- 
quence of the yellow fever at Pensacola that 
towm had quarantined -against  Pemsacola, 
and he asked for the rules and regulations 
of the state board in order to maintain 
their quarantine in accofdance with them 
Mariana has no power to quarantine. Her 
health board, if she has one, has uo juris- 
diction in the matter. If the state board 
deems it prudent to establish a quarantine 
there it will do so. 

Mayor Dunthn U. Fletcher was seen this 
morning and expressed his opinion as to 
Jacksonville’s complete immunity from any 
danger emenating from Pensacola‘s yellow 
fever, even if it should unfortunately reach 
the epidemic stage in that city. It must 
be remembered that Jacksonville lies 350 
miles east Of Pensacola and can be adequate- 
ly guarded by quarantine restriction in am- 
ple time; and while those in authority will 
take every precaution to prevent the spread 
of the disease to this city, the authorities 
bave no fears of a visitation. 

The excitement shown this morning from 
news from Pensacola was both premature 
and uncalled for, and much greater fhan it 
would have been had similar dispatches 
been received from either Brunswick or 
Savannah, though with much less cause. 
A meeting of the city board of health was 
held this morning to discuss what was best 
to be doné mm regard f the fact that yellow 
fever was reported at Pensacola. A tele- 
gram was sent to Dr. Porter to catch him 
at Tallahassee, requesting him to inform the 
board fatty of the status of affairs in Pen- 
sacola, and also what he proposed to do in 
the premises. 

By order of Dr. J. L. Horsey, of Fernandi- 
na, deputy state health officer, sanitary 
guards have been placed at Callahan, the 
junction of the Florida Centré? and Penin- 
sula and the Savannah, Florida and Western, 
and at Baldwin, on the Florida Central and 
Peninsula, twenty miles west of here. Dr. 
Porter has also had guards placed at the 
long bridge, on the Pensacola and Albany 
railroad, nine miles east of Pensacota. No

Every Indication Points to Another 
Clash with the Miners. 


THE SOLDIERS LYNCH A MINER 


Who Was Implicated in the Assassi- 
nation of Private Laugherty. 


MANY MEN GO OUT ON A STRIKE. 


This Is Owing to a Twenty Per Cent Re- 
duction in Wages—Convict Miners 
May Be Released. 


Knoxville, Tenn., August 10.—(Special . )— 
The situation in the mining districts in 
and around Coal Creek and Briceville is 
assuming anything but a favorable condition. 
Tonight a dispatch just received from Lieu- 
tenant Fyffe at Fort Anderson, who was 
the hero of last summer’s war, says the 
miners are greatly excited and that serious 
trouble is expected at any moment. 

The trouble began last Monday night by 
the brutal and cowardly assassination of 
Private Laugherty. This was avenged 
at 2 o’clock this morning by a party of 
solditrs who took Dick Drummond from his 
boarding house in Briceville and suspended 
his body in mid air from a railroad trestle. 
The soldiers were also in the act of lyneh- 
ing a miner named Elkins, who was at 
first supposed ta have been the leader of 
the mob which killed Laugherty, but when 
strung up he confessed all and implicated 
Drummond, a man named Moore and one 
named Woods, all of whom escaped except 
Drummond or they would have met a simi- 
lar fate with him. 

The news of the lynching did not become 
well known until after daylight this morning. 
It was 8 o’clock before the miners cut down 
the body of their companion who had been 
lynched. A coroner’s inquest was quickly 
held and a verdict that he came to his death 
at the hands of unknown persons returned. 

No sooner was the body of Drummond 
disposed of until the day’s excitement was 
greatly added to by 1,000 free miners going 
out on a strike, thus closing down thirteen 
mines which have been running on full 
time for the past year. The cause of the 
strike is the. reduction in wages of 20 per 
cent made yesterday by the mine owners, 
who in turn proposed to give the men a 
reduction of the same per cent in store 
provisions afd house rents. (This they 
would not accept, as it would only benefit 
the miners. with families and hence the 
strike.

It was about this date last year that 
the labor riot occurred, and it is feared

that they are to be repeated on the anni- 
versary. 

At this hour all is quietude though Com- 
pany “D” of this city stands ready to pro- 
ceed to Coal Creek at a moment's notice. 

Details of the Lynching. 

The lynching of Drummond took place at 
o'clock this morning. Drummond was 
boarding at the house of Esquire Landrum 
and was working in the Shamrock mines. 
About 1 o’clock, the militia surrounded 
the house and demanded Drummond. 
There were twenty-five or thirty soldiers 
dressed in uniform and carrying guns with 
fixed bayonets. They went to Drummond’s 
room. He had gone down stairs in the 
kitchen where he locked the door and re 
fused to surrender except to a sheriff and 
he was told the authority for his arrest 
was higher than a sheriff. 

At last he agreed to surrender and did. 
He was once a soldier in the marine ser- 
vice. He was marched from his boarding 
house and a teamster in the militia camps, 
it was noticed, carried a hemp rope. 

At day this morning Drummond’s body 
was found hanging from a railroad trestle 
a few hundred yards from where he was 
arrested. The motive for lynching him was 
that he had been one of a party that ran 
the soldiers off from a house of illfame a 
few weeks ago, and it is further charged 
he was with the party that killed Laugherty. 

With so many idle the danger of trouble 
becomes greater. If all remain sober fur- 
ther trouble may be averted, but too much 
whisky might provoke disastrous collision. 

The striking miners assert posPively 
they will not work at the proposed reduc- 
tion while the operators are just as posi- 
tive they will not yield. There is no tell- 
ing what the end will be.

A PITCHED BATTLE FOUBHT, 


And the Meachim Gang Lost Some of Its 
Shining Lights. 


Mobile, Ala., August 10.—(Special.)— 
News from near Copperville, Clarke county, 
Alabama, is to the effect that eleven cit- 
izens of Thomasville have attacked and 
routed the Meachim gang, of Meachim’s 
Beat, that county, and killed a dozen of 
their number, including Burke, the leader, 
wha, with others, is supposed to have as- 
sassinated Ernest McCorquerdale, a _lead- 
ing citizen of Coffeeville, on Christmas 
night, 1892. 

The. Meachim Beat gang is a branch of 
the Sims gang that was wiped out last 
year. They have caused much trouble for 
/a long time and the McCorquerdale assassi- 
nation was the culmination of their wicked 
‘deeds. 

Detectives traced the murder to Burke 
and his men and attempted to arrest them, 
then called for reinforcements with a result 
that a pitched battle was fought and the 
mén killed. There are said to be 150 men 
in the Meachim gang and that they threaten 
te retaliate and clean out Thomasville. Tlie 
citizens of that place have armed themselves 
with Winchesters and are on their guard. 


ANOTHER NASHVILLE BANK CLOSES. 


The American National Has a Run and Shuts 
its Doora. 

Nashville, Tenn., August 10.—The sus- 
pension of the First National bank last 
evening was followed today by the suspen- 
sion of payment by the American National 
bank, one of the largest and strongest in 
the city. The bank has a capital stock 
of $1,000,000 and a surplus of, $116,000. 
When the bank opened for business at the 
usual hour there were many depositors 
about its doors and soon a run was made. 
The crowd was very orderly and were paid 
as fapidly as possible. Meanwhile a run 
began on the Fourth Nationa! bank, whica 
has capital stock of $1,000,000 and a sur- 
plus fund of $200,000 and is regarded by 
business men as perfectly solvent. The 
directors of both the American and Fourth 
National banks published cards this morn- 
ing to the effect that their banks were 
perfectly solvent and also pledging their 
personal estates to the payment of depos- 
itors. 

The run on the American National bank 
was stopped at 9:30 o’clock by the announce- 
ment of the board that they had decided to 
suspend payment. The Fourth Nationai 
bank) continued to pay depositors as fast 
as checks were presented and at this hour, 
10 o’Plock, is still doing so. The directors 
of the Safe Deposit, Trust and Banking 
Com} ny met at an early hour and deci- 
ded ia view of the excitement prevailing to 
take dvantage of the clause in their char- 
ter ulring depositors to give sixty days’ 
notice of withdrawal of deposits. The 
board posted a moticé stating that the de- 
pers are absolutely safe for every dol- 
arthey have in the bank. Theré was no 
run “en this bank and but few depositors 
presented checks for payment. 


HAS A GOOD EFFECT. 


The Limit of Cash Withdrawals from New 
Orleans Hanks. 


New Orleans, August 10.—The commer- 
cial cgmmunity uniformly approves the ac- 
tion of the clearing house banks in decid- 
ing to limit cash withdrawals to $50 per 
day. Secretary Hester, of the cotton ex- 
change, said that there was an apparent 
feeling of confidence where yesterday there 
had been distrust. At the stock exchange 
there was a slight increase in Crossman 
bonds and operators generally attributed 
the improvement to the action taken yes- 
terday. President Walmesley, of the 
Louisiana National bank, said that any 
business man with powers of analysis has 
known for some time that the banks ulti- 
mately must be driven to the action taken 
yesterday. The shortage of money, he says, 
will affect all interests, rich and poor, in 
proportion, but he believes that the limita- 
tion of currency withdrawals will obviate 
the necessity for the suspension of work 
on the part of factories and that thereby 
the laboring element wil] be directly inter- 
ested. President Baldwin, of the New Or- 
leans National, does not think the laboring 
classes will be hurt to a serious extent. 
Mr. Baldwin says the present condition of 
affairs will continue in New Orleans so 
long ag congress neglects to take hold of 
the money question. Normal conditions 
will be restored when congress acts defin- 
itely. Leading country bankers from the 
Mississippi-Yazoo delta, in the city today, 
express approval] of the action taken yester- 
day. It largely affects them and wil] serve 


to restore confidence in the city. 

The action of speculatecrs in withdrawing 
currency to be sent to other cities at a 
premium and the fact that the supply of 
New Orleans was being steadily reduced, 
hastened the action of the clearing house 
&sgociation ‘taken yesterday in limitin 
currency withdrawals to $50 per day anc 
substituting clearing house checks for cur- 
rency in general business transactions. 


POPULAR MUSIC HEREAFTER. 


Theodore Thomas’s Resignation Accepted 
by the World’s Fair Directors. 


Chicago, World’s Fair, August 10.—The 
expected happened last night when the ex- 
ecutive committee of the board of directors 
accepted Theodore Thomas’s resignation as 
musical director of the fair. It was also 
decided to disband the Thomas orchestra 
of 114 pieces. “It is the intention,” said 
one of the members of the executive board 
today, “to enlarge several bands and lo- 
cate them about the grounds for the pleas- 
ure of the visitors. Popular music only 
will be played, as the public has expressed 
itself as being opposed to the high class 
selections which Mr. Thomas insisted on 
giving the public.” 

This will be the biggest day of the fair 
to citizens of Lowisiana. Early in the 
morning they began to arrive and before 
noon half of the people in the locality of 
the state building wore badges on which 
was the inscription “Louisiana Day, Au- 
gust 10th.” It was the day set for the for- 
mal dedication of .state building by the 
state commission and more than a thou- 
sand sons and daughters of the state by 
the gulf fixed the date of their attendance 
at the great exposition in August that they 
might swell the andience which listened to 
the speeches of prominent isianians, 
including the governor. This morning the 
building wae el and florists and deco- 
rators transformed the interior into a 
bower of loveliness. The ropes were 
stretched from Sixtieth street to the buili- 
ing two blocks away and bright banners 
and Chinese lanterns were hung from them 
to mark the way for the procession which 
escorted the governor and his staff to the 
building. From the building the stars and 
stripes were swung to gentle breezes off 
lake Michigan.

That All Is Arranged and the Fight 
Will Begin Today. 


THE LEADERS OF BOTH SIDES SAY 80 


But ThatIs No New Thing for the 
Leaders to Do. 


COL. LIVINGSTON AND THE SUBT REASURY 


Too Hot for Groverto Come tothe White 
House—Georgians Who Draw 
Prizes—Other Gossip. 


Washington, August 10.—(Special.)}—The 
opening of the financial fight still hangs fire. 
The anti-silver men caucused this morning 
and got into a wrangle among themselves. 
All of them want to lead and there is con- 
sequently much jealousy among them. 

When the house met they had not agreed 
to accept the proposition the silver men 
made them, though it was practically their 
own plan. They want to coerce the sil- 
ver men into voting on an unconditional 
repeal of the Sherman law the first thing. 

Being unable to agree this morning the 
house adjourned over until tomorrow. 

Tonight several conferences have been 
held and again it looks like the two fac- 
tions may reach an agreement for the fight 
to commence tomorrow, but as this was 
the case today they may get into another 
wrangle before the house meets tomorrow 
and the opening of the contest may be 
delayed until Monday. However, tonight 
the leaders of both sides say the contest 
will open tomorrow immediately after the 
house meets. The silver men declare they 
will never agree to less than three weeks’ 
debate. The antis want to vote on repeal 
at once. 

Colonel Livingston has adopted the sug- 
gestion of Mr. Woodson and is already at 
work to have a subtreasury established at 
Atlanta. He visited the treasury depart- 
ment this ‘morning, where he ascertained 
the method of procedure adopted by other 
cities in getting subtreasuries. 
of the subtreasuries in the country were 
established by special bills for the purpose, 
but Chicago’s was provided for by a rider 
on one of the appropriation bills. Of course 
that is the easiest way to get it through 
congress and perhaps Colonel Livingston will 
make the effort in this way. ‘The only dan- 
ger of this plan is that in the event of a 
fight being made on it it might be ruled 
out of the bill on a point of order that 
it is new legislation. 

However, an effort will be made by Colo- 
nel Livingsten to have a subtreasury in the 

form of a separate bill or as a rider on an 
appropriation bill. As Colonel Livingston 
is a member of the ¢ommittee on appropria- 
tions he should be successful in his effort. 
It is believed that Secretary Carlisle will 
recommend a subtreasury at Atlanta. 
Too Hot for Grover. 

President Cleveland again failed to ap- 
pear at the white house this morning. He 
thinks it too warm to spend a day in the 
white house and have a siege by congress- 
men urging their constituents for office. 
The president is not inclined to make any 
appointments until something is done with 
the Sherman law. The radical silver men 
claim that he is disposed to use patron- 
age to coerce members into voting for the 
unconditional repeal of that law. 

The Georgiaus’ Chances. 


It is probable that the Georgia congress- 
men will be fairly well fixed in committee 
assignments. Just what they will. get of 
course is not known, as the committees 
will not be made up for several days. 

Their wants are, however, about in this 
direction: 

Colonel Lester is now on rivers and har 
bors and will perhaps remain and get such 
a small chairmanship as he had in the 
last congress. . 

Judge Turner, being in the ways and 
means committee, of course, prefers to re- 
main there.

WHAT EACH SIDE WANTS. 


The Two Comusittees in Conference— Mr, 
Carlisle Visits the Speaker. 


Washington, August 10.—Another day has 
passed and the two wings ci the majority in 
the house of representatives are apparently 
as far as ever from an agreement upon tne 
method of conducting the pustponed discussion 
ef the silver auestion. ‘Ihe day has been 
spent in fruitless conferences on the sub- 
ject, and because no progress has-been made 
in negotiations, the house was compelied to 
adjouru for lack of anything to engage its 
attention. 

The two committees representing the silver 
and anti-silver forces seem to be playing for 
position, each desiring to assume the initia- 
live, but of what avak the poimt of advaniage 
sought will be it is difficult to discern among 
the muss of rumors that is afloat. Irom all 
of these, and from the statements by members 
of the conference regarding their proceedings, 
the positions of the two parties are these: 
The anti-silver men, led by Bourke Cockran, 
propose that a biil shall be introduced to re- 
pea: the purchasing clause of the Shermap 
iaw, and that a vote shall be tuken upon that 
proposition first. If it be defeated, amend- 
ments may be offered providing for the free 
cuimage of silver and a yote taken on them. 
The free coinage men offer a counter propo- 
sition, towit: that the bill outlined by the 
free silver caucus yesterday shail be introduc- 
ed by the committee authorized to propose it, 
providing for a repeal coupied with free coin- 
age, that aby amendments desired may be 
offered, and that a vote shall be taken at the 
end of the week’s debate. ‘his was nvt 
acceptable to the anti-silver men, who in- 
sisted, it is said, upen a vote first upon the 
proposition to ungonditionally repeal the pur- 
chase clause. -it was impossible, apparently, 
for the committees to come together, and af- 
ter several separate consultations and two 
joint meetings, adjournment was had until 
tomorrow morning. 

The free coinage men were represented in 
the conference by Representatives Bland, 
Boatner, Culberson, Bryan, Balley, Bank- 
head, Oates and Lane; the unconditional re- 
pealers by Cockran, Tracey, Harter, Kayner, 
Catchings, Lapham, Geissenheiner, Coombs, 
Fite ‘Wilson, of West Virginia, and John De- 
Witt Warr.

Convention Hali, Cincinnati, August 10.— 
The convention to select an opponent for 
Governor McKinley was calied to order at 
9:30 o'clock this mofning in Music hall. The 
cecorations in the hail are elaborate and ex- 
ceedingly tasteful. Around the baicony, al- 
ternated with groups of flags, are pictures of 
many of Ohio's best known sons who have 
distinguished themselves in peace and -war. 
There was no distinction made as to party 
in the matter, and portraits of several promi- 
nent republicans, ali of them dead, were 
placed upon the wall beside the sons of de- 
mocracy. 

After 9 o'clock the delegates came in s0 
Slowly that at 9:30 o’clock not over one-half 
of them’ wre in their seats. Then they 
came in more rapidiy, and after the band at 
the far end of. the hall and the organ at the 
back of the stage had taken turns at enter- 
taining such (géiegates as had arrived, Chair- 
man Crite e three biows with his gavel 
and the cokvention was on. 
words the chainman introduced 

A. Thayer, who delivered a 
at its conciusion Chairman Crite 
7 first formai address of the day. 

Giibert M. Bargar, the temporary chairman, 
Was greeted with cheers as long and jioud as 
those which had welcomed the opening of 
Mir. Crite’s speech and at the close. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Bargar’s address 
the committee on credentials reported. The 
only contest of any consequence was that 
from Chillicuthe, where Neai’s delegation had 
been attacked. The conmnittee reported in 
favor of seating Neai’s men, and the deaf- 
euing outburst which fvoilowed it was the 
first real indication of Neal’s strength, and 
it showed up in great shape, over three hun- 
dred delegates springing to their feet and 
ye.iing ioud and long for the man from Chilli- 
coihe. 

The committee on permanent organization 
reported in favor of making the temporary 
organization permanent, which was done. 

The report of the committee on rules and 
reguiations was adopted after Chairman Bar- 
gar had acknowledged the honor of being 
made permanent chairman. There was no 
deviation from the reguiar order of transact- 
ing convention business—the unit rule—which 
the Neal men so anxiousiy desired, being ig- 
mnored. After the report of the committee 
on ru.es John A. McMahon, of Dayton, chair- 
man of the commitee on resolutions was 
introduced and read the following platform, 
which was received with vociferous cheers: 

Khe Piatform. 

We hereby approve the platform of the 
democratic party adopted by the national 
convention at Chicago and especially those 
portions of It referring to the tariff and to 
currency legislation.

PISTOLS FLASHED IN BROAD DAYLIGHT 


Anda General Spilling of Gore Was Ex- 
pected, but None Came—Bold Actions 
of the Principals in the Scandal. 


Opelika, Ala., August 10.—(Special.)— 
Opelika had her biggest social sensation 
today, and the little city has been stirred 
as it never has been stirred before. 

It is the story of a man and a woman, 
whose relations toward each other are not 
what they should be—at least appearances 
are al] against them. 

‘The man is one of Opelika’s most promi- 
nent citizens, a physician who has been 
held in high honor and whose ‘personal 
integrity has never been questioned. The 
woman is the wife of a man who formerly 


lived here and who, it is understood, has | 


always had most implicit faith in the wo- 
man who bore his name. 

The man in the case is Dr. A. G. Emory. 
Dr. Emory is about forty-eight years of 
age, a married man, having a wife and 
four children, two of whom are prominent 
young physicians in this city, and the other 
two are young married ladies, 

Last Sunday morning a handsomely 
dressed woman stepped off the Columbus 
train at the depat. Mr. Monroe Johnson, 
a gentleman residing here, stepped up to 
her and asked if her name was Annie 
Bum. Quickly she replied that it was, 
and Mr. Johnson told her he was her 
cousin. Mr. Johnson was looking for a 
young lady by that name and as he did not 
know her personally he thought the stylish- 
ly dressed young woman was his cousin, 
and he carried her to his home and intro- 
duced her to his family as a relative. It 
seems that Miss Bum, a cousin of whom 
Mr. Johnson had never seen, wrote him a 
letter inquiring about the physicians here 
and stating that she was in feeble health 
and wanted to place herself under some 


good physician. This letter Mr. Johnson - 


showed to Dr. Emory and Dr. Emory 
sent for Mrs. Gussie Turner, the wife of 
a cotton buyer who had lived here for a 
time and whose relations with the doctor 
had caused some comment, and had her 
come to Opelika and impersonate Miss 
Bum. Mr. Johnson, not knowing the lady, 
was easily imposed upon, and it was in this 
manner that Mrs. Turner succeeded in be 
ing asked to Mr. Johnson’s house. 

Dr. Emory was called and immediately 
became very attentive to the lady. ‘That 
was on Monday and the doctor's first visit 
was one of three hours’ duration.

This morning Dr. Emory was discovered 
in the woman’s room, having entered 
through a window during the night. The 
discovery made a big sensation. Mr. John. 
son, as soon as he heard of it, started after 
the doctor with a big pistol, and for a while 
it looked like bloodshed.

By this time everybody in Opelika had 
heard the story and everybody was ex- 
cited. 

At 3 o’clock this afternoon Mrs. Turner 
was found secreted in a shop near the elec- 
tric light house. Dr. Emory made every 
possible effort to compromise the affair 
with Mr. Johnson this afternoon, but was 
unsuccessful and the affair makes a very 
awkward plight for the doctor. 

As soon ag Dr. Emory learned the where- 
abouts of Mrs. Turner he at once drove 
to her. The two then entered the buggy 
and drove around town. They stopped 
in front of the postoffice and Dr. Emory 
went in for hig mail, leaving Mrs. Turner 
sitting in the buggy. A big § crowd 
quickly gathered. Mrs. Turner delber- 
ately opened a satchel and drew forth an 
ugly looking revolver. She smiled and 
toyed with the handle of the weapon, and 
deliberately turned the buggy around and 
seeing that the crowd was increasing, faced 
the crowd, remarking that “she would 
lower the buggy top in order that the mob 
might get a better view of her if they de- 
sired.” 

Dr. Emory again entered the buggy and 
the pair drove to the Trammell house and 
attempted to stop, but the propriétor ob- 
jected and told them to get.

“Jack Chambers, colored, was lynched by a 


mob last night five miles from this place, 
near Wareshboro, His body was riddled 
with bullets and was found hanging to'a 
tree in a thicket this morning. 

Officers Spence and Clayton were bring- 
ing Chambers from Waresboro 40 this place 
and they were halted and forced to give up 
their prisoner. 

Ohambers was one of three negro rapists, 
who brutally assaulted the wife of George 
Warren, & prosperous farmer at Hoboken, 
Gia., in her home early last year. The 
other two negroes were promptly lynched 
at the time of the outrage. 

Chambers escaped to Florida and was a 
fugitive from swift justice for over a year. 
He then came to Waresboro, Ga., and 
commenced work on a turpentine farm. 
A few days since, it is said, he attempted 


to assault two young white girls as they . 


were returning from school. 

He told a negro that he would not be 
bothered about that as he had committed 
a worse crime before and they had never 
caugbt him. He then told that he was one 
of the three negroes who outraged Mrs. 
Warren. He said that he watched at the 
door while the others committed the crime. 
He also boasted of having outraged a white 
‘man’s wife in Florida. 

The negro was arrested and the news 
spread like wild fire. At about 11 o'clock 
last night the mob took the prisoner and 
telling him to run for his life they shot him 
down and hanged him to a tree.

IMPORTANT RAILROAD DEVELOPMENTS 


Expected Concerning the Macon and. 


Northen—The Representative of the 
Bondholders Is in Macon. 


Macon, Ga., August 10.—(Special.)— 
Anent the president's message the follow- 
ing will be read with interest: Mr. L. P 
Hillyer, cashier of the American National 
bank, of Macon, is secretary of the Georgia 
Bankers’ Association. Today he is mail- 
ing to President Cleveland and to each sen- 
ator and congressman from Georgia a copy 
of the following resolutions, recently adopt- 
ed by the Georgia Bankers’ Association, in 
convention assembled: 

Whereas, lt is apparent that 
operation of the Sherman silver law grest 
injury is beijing to the financial and 
commercial interests of our country, and 
that coniidenté will not be restored until 
said law is repealed, therefore, be it 

Resolved, 1. That it is the opsnlon Of this 
convention that said law should be repea.cd 
by congress at the earliest possible date, 
and that we oppose any furfher coinage of 
silver with the present ratio to golf, but 
we do faVYor the free coinage of all the silver 
the people of this country can use, provided 
each dollar coined shall contain enougt sil- 
ver to buy one hundred cents’ worth of 
gold in any market in the world. 

Resolved, 2. That the senators and repre- 
sentatives in congress from the state of 
Georgia be, and they are hereby, requested 
and urged to lend their efforts to the accom- 
plishment of the repeal of the said law. 

Resolved, 3, That a copy of these _ reso- 
lutions be s@nt to the president of the 
United States, to the secretary of the treas- 
ury and to each of the senators and repre- 
sentatives in congress from this state, as 
expressing the views and opinions of the 
Association of Georgia Bankers in conven-

The Georgia Bankers’ Association assem- 
bled in convention at the city of Savannah, 
this 9th day of June, 183, respectfully peti- 
tion your honorable bodies that a subtreas- 
ury of the United States may be establish- 
ed at an early day in the state of Georgia. 
.Following the coust line, there is at 
present no 6ubtreasury between Baltimore 
on the north and New Orleans on the south, 
while in the interior Cincinnati, Chicago 
and en Louis are the only cities thus fa- 
vored, 

It will be seen that a very large area of 
country (comprising many states) is thus 
without the advantages and privileges which 
are afforded to business enterprises by the 
location of a branch of the treasury within 
easy reach.

ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Lots of Hard Sensein This. 

Editor Constitution: As everybody has an 
opinion as to the duty of congress i desire 
to submit mine: 

While it is true that restoration of connt- 
dence is the essential, time alone can ac- 
complish that. Congress can’t enact or re- 
peal any law that will restore contidence to 
the commercial world in a day, a week or a 
month. While 1 agree with Mr. Cleveland, 
that the repeal of the compulsory purchase 
Clause of the Sherman law is a step toward 
restoring confideuce, his argument that tis 
law is not causing the depletion of the treas- 
ury gold and its soipment fo Wurope, may bave 
been a good theory sume time ago, but it is 
hot true today anu Was NOL true the day his 
message well to congress. On the contrary 
that very day not a dollar in gold was snhip- 
ped from this country, while over $d,uVU,VUU 
in gold was ep route to this country from 
Europe and the gold in the treasury exceeds 
the reserve limit. ‘The treasury gold has 
gvue below the limit and has gone avove the 
limit and yet tne Sherman law is still in 
force. J respectfully suimit that we of the 
commercial world are now suffering more 
from the contraction of circulation than trom 
anything else. If this is a fact then it oc- 
curs to me an increase in currency is tne 
paramount duty of congress and svouid pe 
quickly accomplished before the wrang:e on 
the Sherman .aw commences. 

Will the repeal of the Sherman law increase 
circulation? I don’t thing so. On the con- 
trary it will simply stop an imcrease of 
$4,500,000 from the circulation and will sim- 
ply add to the contraction, whiie we really 
need expansion. 

The quickest method to help the increase in 
the currency will be to allow national banks 
to issue their bills up to 100 .cents on the 
dollar of their United States bonds. ‘nis 
can be done by congress in a day and within 
a week 10 per cent more of national pank 
bils will be added to the circulating wme- 
dium. 

The measure to repeal the 10 per cent tax 
on state bank issues will meet with some 
opposition, G@ius it will be delayed itn its pas- 
sage. Even if passed today iegisiatures 
wculd have to be convened and laws enacted 
to control the issue of bilis by g@tate banks. 

However, a movement toward its passage 
should be promptly inaugurated. As a meas- 
ure of relief it cannot be questioned. While 
it is called bills of state banks in New 
York today it is called ciearing house certit- 
icates. e issue of these certificates which 
have no better security behind them than 
is proposed for state bank bills, has saved 
our money centers from a panic. and if they 
add to @e circulating medium in New York 
$36.000,.000 Philadelphia $5,000,000, and other 
large amounts in other large cities why are 
they not good for Atlanta and Georgia to adda 
to their circulation? 

My position is that congress should first 
increase national Dank issues; second repeat 
the 10 per cent tax on state bank issues: 
third, repeal the compulsory purchase act 
and provide for free coinage t a proper

INVOLVED VALUABLE ATLANTA PROPERTY 


The Remarkable Story About the Disposi- 
tion of Some Land—The Doctor’s 
Two Marriages. 


Cordele, Ga., August 10.—(Special.)—The 
suit of Mrs. Helen Hardy, of Atlanta, 
against Mrs. George Marvin, of this city, 
was yesterday dismissed from the superior 
court docket by Judge Fish. 

The case was a very interesting one, and 
the bill which was filed in the case occupied 
many pages of manuscript. 

Mrs. Hardy alleged that the first wife of 
Dr. G. W. Marvin had before her marriage 
with ithe “doctor, deeded to her certain 
property in the city of Atlanta.

The Yellow Fever Refugecs. 

The appearance of the yellow fever 
at Pensacola has caused a scare in Flori- 
da and along the gulf, and people are 
already making their way northward. 

It is a wise precaution for cities situ- 
ated in the fever belt to quarantine 
against Pensacola, but it is not likely 
that Atlanta will follow their example. 

We have never had an epidemic of 
any disease in our city, and refugees 
from less favored localities have time 
and again been welcomed here and shel- 
tered until it was safe for them to re- 
turn home. 

It is now late in the season, and while 
our Florida neighbors have our hearti- 
est sympathy, we feel confident that the 
plague will be speedily stamped out by 
the prompt and vigorous action of the 
federal and local authorities. If, how- 
ever, the fever becomes epidemic, it is 
safe to say that Atlanta will open her 
gates to the refugees, and neyer quaran- 
tine against them unless unexpected and 
exceptional developments should make 
it our duty in selfdefense to adopt a 
more cautious policy. 

The yellow fever has never yet ap- 
proached Atlanta. Patients with the 
disease fastened upon them have come 
here from Florida in years past and 
died in our city, but the malady did not 
spread. With our unparalleled health 
record we can afford to stand by our 
neighbors and help them. Atlanta’s 
gates are open! 


Is the Republica European Dependency? 


Mr. Cleveland in his message repro- 
duces the old truism that the laboring 
men—the working people—are entitled 
to an honest dollar, and he quotes from 
one of our great statesmen this maxim: 
“The very man of all others who has 
the deepest interest in a sound curren- 
cy, and who suffers most by mischievous

This is as true now as it ever was, 
and the people—the toilers—the work- 
ers—have already felt the evil effects of 
the efforts of the bondholders, bankers 
and money lenders to fasten on the 
country an unsound currency—unsound 
by reason of its constantly increasing 
value. 

It is a fact worthy of notice that no 
body of voters representing the work- 
ing people, no association representing 
the wage earners, no representative of 
the farmers, has put forward any peti- 
tion for the repeal of the Sherman law. 
Is it because these classes are not in- 
terested in a sound currency? Not at 
all. It is because their petition for re- 
peal is embodied in the democratic plat- 
form; it is because the people, the wage 
earners and those who toil for their 
daily bread, desire to see the repeal of 
that republican law accompanied by 
legislation in behalf of a sound currency. 

All the clamor for repeal that has 
thus far been borne to the ears of the 
public has come from the centers of 
speculation—has come from those who 
are interested in fastening upon this 
country the system of the single gold 
standard which the bondholders and 
money lenders of monarchial Europe 
have found so profitable. The people 
of this country have thus far been con- 
tent with the pledge made in the demo- 
eratic platform, that John Sherman’s 
“cowardly makeshift” should be re 
pealed and its place supplied by legisla- 
tion in behalf of a sound currency—by 
legislation that will place silver side by 
side with gold as a monetary standard. 

The repeal of the Sherman law on the 
lines of the president’s message would 
insure the substitution of John Sher- 
man’s criminal law of 1873 for John 
Sherman’s “cowardly makeshift” of 
1890, and once more flout silver from 
our financial system as a monetary 
Standard. This would give us the Euro- 
pean system of gold monometallism 
with all the evils that belong to that 
system. 

“The very man of all others who has 
the deepest interest in a sound currency, 
and who suffers most by mischievous 
legislation in money matters, is the man 
who earns his daily bread by his daily 
toll.” This being accepted as“a truism, 

the free people of this country have a 
right to inquire how the breadwinners 
and toilers of Europe have fared un- 
der the operations of the single gold 
Standard, in the fixing af which they 
ave bad no voice.

lions to their ill-gotten gains, and every 
dollar of it has been wrung from, the 
wages of labor. ‘The profits of all lines 
of production are absorbed by the Euro- 
pean gold syndicate, and the prosperity 
of the people is in a state of siege. What 
has been the result? Simply, this: that 
since the gold syndicate began opera- 
tions, the people have fled from the pov- 
erty into which it has plunged the bread- 
winners in sufficient numbers to make a 
nation almost as large as Germany—have 
fled from every country in Europe ex- 
cept France, where silver is not re- 
deemed in gold, but is recognized as the 
money of final payment, and as a basis 
of currency and credit. 

The people of this country have had 
the European system of gold monomet- 
allism partially on trial here, although 
they have never felt the full effects of 
its operations. They have seen what 
it has accomplished for the toiling mil- 
lions of Europe, and they are feeling at 
this moment some of the significant re- 
sults of it.

The repeal of the Sherman law will bring 
about a contraction of the currency that will 
be deplorable.—Journal of January 4, 1892. 

Mr. Cleveland is in favor of letting alone 
the present silver act, which provides for 
the coinage of 54,000,000 silver dollars a 
year. 

Governor Hill would have us repeal that 
law and return. to the Bland act, which 
would give us. only $24,000,000 of silver 
coinage a year. Mr. Cleveland is a_ better 
friend to silver by $34,000,000 a year than is 
Governor Hill,—Journal of January 2, 1892. 

The constitution of the United States pro- 
hibits any state from making anything else 
than gold and silver a legal tender. It also 
empowers congress to coin money and fix 
its value, and congress has fixed the value 
of the standard dollar at one hundred cents, 
not sixty-seven cents. It correlatively fol- 
lows that any state has the constitutional 
right to make silver coinage a legal tender 
at the value given to it by congress in 
payment of all debts which are not expressly 
contracted to be paid in other money.—Jour- 
nal of April 2, 1892. 

This is the act (the Sherman law) which 
Governor Hill dehounces and the repeal of 
which he says the democratic party should 
demand. Its repeal would, of course, throw 
us back on the Bland bill, which would pro- 
vide for the purchase of not less than two 
million dollars, nor more thar four miil- 
ion dollars, worth of silver bullion a 
month—an act Which, at its best, would de- 
crease the currency at Idéast fourteen mill- 
ion dollars a year less than the Sherman 
act, and at its worst would cut down the 
increase of circulation by at least thirty-four 
million ‘@6Hars a year. 

That’s the sort of frt silver champion 
Governor Hill is.—Journal, June 7, 1892, 


The Tariff in Ohio and Elsewhere. 
The New York Times, which, not so 


very long ago, was one of the most elo- 
quent and persistent free trade organs to 


its issue of Wednesday that “if the dem- 
ocrats of Ohio nominate Lawrence T. 
Neal for governor, they should make 
him stand on his own platform.” This 
they have done of their own motion, and 
before the advice of The New York 
Times could have reached them in the 
ordinary course of the mails, 

Our dispatches state that the demo- 
crats of Ohio readopted and reaffirmed 
as their own those declarations and 
pledges of the national platform that re- 
fer to the tariff and the finances, and 
then nominated Lawrence T. Neal for 
governor. Whether the democrats of 
Ohio succeed or not, we think they are 
to be congratulated. And we think Mr. 
Neal is to be congratulated, not on his 
nomination alone, but on the fact that 
he has been placed on a platform which 
has received the enthusiastic endorse- 
ment of the people of the country. 

The adoption of the democratic plat- 

form by the Ohio democrats is at this 
moment an object lesson to the whole 
country. Their action demonstrates the 
feet that they have confidence in it, and 
that they are willing to stand on and 
abide by its pledges. The national plat- 
form would be a broken reed, indeed, 
if its pledges are to be ignored by con- 
gress and the administration. 
We regret to say that The New York 
Times, in common with some other pro- 
fessed democratic journals, does not 
share in the confidence which the Ohio 
democrats manifest in the national plat- 
form. In the article in which The 
Times advises the democrats of Ohio to 
place Mr. Neal on his own platform, 
and in the very phrase which we have 
quoted, the platform is treated con- 
temptuously. 

The Times, which was once a free 
trade organ; but which is now a mild 
protectionist, declares that the tariff 
pledge adopted by the national conven- 
tion at Chicago unanimously and amidst 
the wildest enthusiasm, was a mere trick 
of the anti-Cleveland crowd. The ab- 
surdity of this sticks out of the surface 
of things. The convention was a Cleve- 
land body and the tariff pledge, intro- 
duced in open convention and unani- 
mously adopted, represented the tariff 
views of the. whole party. 

We have seen how Mr. Cleveland, 
moved by some mysterious purpose of 
his own, has seen fit to ignore the finan- 
cial pledge of the platform. Are we 
now to see the president ignore the tariff 
pledge and construct a plank of his 
own? We hope not. We believe that 
in this matter, Mr. Cleveland is mis- 
represented by The Times and the little 
coterie of newspapers that are whirling 
around him in their fulsome little orbits.

A Liberal Proposition. 

The city yesterday accepted the offer 
of the Georgia Electric Light Company 
for a loan of $25,000 for four months at 
the rate of 8 per cent per annum. The 
city needed the money to meet maturing 
obligations and the Georgia Electric 
Light Company, through its president, 
Mr. H. M. Atkinson, voluntarily offered 
it at a time when it would have been a 
very hard matter to have gotten the 
money from any bank in Atlanta or else- 
where. 

The truth of the matter is, it is 
more difficult to negotiate a loan of 
$25,000 now than for $100,000 ordinarily, 
and it is a most unusual thing for par- 
ties having money on hand to volunteer 
to loan it, particularly at such 4a rea- 
sonable rate of interest. 

The action of the company, which 
was prompted by Mr. Atkinson, is com- 
mendable indeed, and such liberality de- 
serves the recognition to which it is en- 
titled. The money thus loaned eould 
have been put out, without the slightest 
trouble, at an interest which would have 
guaranteed much more profitable re- 
turns to the company. But such liber- 
ality as it has manifested will more than 
pay the company in the increasedaegood 
will that it will receive from those. who 
appredate good citizenship in whatever 
form it is manifested. 


A New Handbook of Georgia. 

The state agricultural convention at 
its recent session did a good thing when 
it appointed a committee to memorialize 
the legislature on the subject of a new 
handbook of Georgia. 

It is to be hoped that the proposed 
manual will be of moderate size, con- 
taining just such information as the out- 
side world desires. The work should 
be symmetrical and well condensed, and 
it should be in the nature of a guide for 
those who think of seeking homes in 
Georgia, rather than a cyclopedia. for 
scientific readers who are interested 
only in certain specialties. 

The book must show very clearly our 
natural advantages and the progress 
made in utilizing them; what our farm- 
ers produce and their profits; how north- 
ern and foreign immigrants have suc- 
ceeded, and an appendix should pre- 
sent a summary of our system of gov- 
ernment, with an outline of our religious, 
educational and social status. 

Great care should be taken to make 
There 
js no reason why useful information 
should not be conveyed to the reader in 
a style at once graphic and picturesque. 
The manual will require the best work 
of ‘the ablest men in Georgia, and it 
should be distributed free or sold at a 
nominal price. The main point is to 
make it a reliable guide and counselor 
to strangers who think of settling in 
our state. 


Lynch Law in Indiana, 


The white caps of Harrison county, 
Indiana, feel that they have been very 
badly treated. 

It seems that the white caps objected 
to the acquittal of Sam and Bill Conrad 
who were suspected of murdering their 
father, and as they believed that the 
two brothers were responsible for a 
good deal of lawlessness in Harrison 
county, they made preparations to lynch 
them. 

The Conrads heard of the lynching 
programme. They laid in a supply of 
powder and buckshot and ambushed the 
white caps, killing five of the party. 
The next day the brothers killed three 
more of the lynchers, and now the coun- 
ty is in a ferment. 

Heretofore, when the white caps want- 
ed to whip or hang an unpopular citizen 
they encountered no resistance. They 
feel aggrieved because the Conrads are 
so stubborn and aggressive, and they 
do not know how to help themselves. 

Another lynching party is out of the 
question, and it is useless to appeal to 
the law, as the brothers acted in self- 
defense. 

It is understood that the Conrads are 
going to leave the county, but the white 
caps are not satisfied with the departure 
of their enemies. They wanted to hang 
them by virtue of Judge Lynch's sen- 
tence, but they are not willing to risk 
any further slaughter in their ranks. 

The Conrads are not good citizens, 
but they have rendered Indiana a ser- 
vice in their defensive warfare against 
the white caps. 


Some Remarkable Suggestions, 

The New York Herald claims that the 
industrial depression was caused by the 
Sherman law, and holds that it is the 
duty of congress to appropriate a large 
sum of money for the relief of the un- 
employed workingmen whose condition 
is the result of unwise legislation. 

It is The Herald’s idea that “some of

According to the published statements, 
there are 600,000 men out of work in 


New England. 
In the west, where the number of 


idle workingmen is not so large, there

England, and nobody expects to see even 
an ordinary street row. The fact is 
that most New England toilers, men, 
women and children, have money laid 
up in the sayings banks. They can 
stand the shutting down of factories and 
mills, and they are quietly waiting for 
their industries to resume. 

With these people saving is a habit 
many generations old. In colonial times 
Benjamin Franklin impressed his phi- 
losophy of thrift upon the public mind, 
and for 250 years’ the people of the 
northeastern states have made it a point 
to save a portion of their earnings and 
hand down their accumulations to their 
descendants. In no land under the sun 
are there so many savings banks, and 
nowhere are they so generally patron- 
ized. 

So, with these thrifty citizens, a pe 
riod of financial depression does not 
mean what it means to the always bor- 
rowing west. The eastern industries 
may shut down for months, but the toil- 
ers will not starve, nor suffer, nor en- 
gage ina riot. They will live economi- 
cally on their savings and wait for better 
times. The lesson is worth studying 
just now, and other’ sections should 
profit by it. 

Speaking of Sherman laws, let’s whirl 
in and repeal the Sherman law of 1873— 
the law that demonetized silver and took 
it Pgs of our currency as a monetary stand- 
ard.

-* EDITORIAL COMMENT, 


A writer in The Athens Banner, over the 
signature of William Poorman, declares that 
the methods of the New York and Chicago 
exchanges are subversive of all true bus- 
iness principles. Half a dozen members of 
either exchange can by co-operation advance 
or depress the prices of cotton or grain and 
affect the markets of the country from one 
end to the other. The writer says: “I re- 
spectfully call your attention to the scenes 
on the Chicago exchange the present week. 
Millions upon millions lost, and the depre- 
ciated value of farm products in the hands 
of the producer makes untold millions more. 
I do not say how, but congress can rectify 
these evils, and do it, too, without the exhi- 
bition of any unusual or expert statesmanship. 
Dealing in options induces speculation, and 
the experience of the past twenty years 
teaches that the producer is the loser and the 
professional option dealer the winner. it 
does scem that with these lights before us 
that not only every patriot, but every one 
with common sense should lend his influence 
to any measure that will hinder or blot out 
the iniquity.’’ And here is another strong 
point: “‘What guarantee has a bank that its 
collateral on discounts is sound when the 
value of the same may be depreciated any 
day by any New York broker with $500 in 
his pocket. Such a state of affairs compels 
the banks to curtail, if not discontinue, dis- 
counting. Its customers, not being able to 
borrow money, infer that the bank is in a 
crippled condition, confidence is shaken, the 
depositors call for their money, and an abso- 
Iutely solvent institution is forced to the 
wall.’’ In conclusion William Poorman claims 
that anti-option legislation is the most im- 
portant that can engage the attention of con- 
gress, and he urges that it be given immedi- 
ate consideration. 


Speaking of Blaine’s bimetallic views, he 
himself thus tersely states them in his 
“Twenty Years of Congress.’’ Summarizing 
the speeches of the United States senators 
in December, 1877, on Mr. Bland’s famous 
free silver coinage bill of that time, he says: 
“Mr. Blaine submitted an argument that gold 
and silver are the money of the constitution, 
the money in existence when the constitution 
was formed, and congress has the right to 
reguiate their value. He favored the coinage 
of such a silver dollar as will not only do 
justice among our citizens at home, but prove 
an absolute barricade against the gold mono- 
meétailists. He did not believe that 4121-2 
grains of silver would make such a dollar.” 
In other words, Mr. Blaine believed that a 
silver dollar was all right, provided it con- 
tained enough silver to make it as good, in- 
trinsically, as a gold dollar.

desperate with hunger he entered a house, broke 
into the pantry and took a loaf of bread, 
whereupon he was arrested and sent up to the 
penitentiary for @ year, to lear that an un- 
fortunate man’s business is to starve 
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The Rome Tribune, with characteristic en- 
ergy, interviewed a number of the most prom- 
inent business men of Rome as to their opin- 
ion of the president’s message. 

Of all the gentlemen interviewed, two un- 
analifiedly endorsed the message—Captain J. 


H. Reynolds and Dr. J. G. Yeiser. 

Captain Reynolds, who is president of the 
Rome National bank, wished, however, “that 
he had suggested some additional legisla- 


tion.”’ ’ 

The signiticance of the interviews thus pub- 
lished is best attested by the statement that 
The Tribune has a column double-leaded 
editoriai commending’ the spirit of the mes- 
sage. Hence there could have been DO pos- 
sibie motive for it to have seiected a choice 
lot of interviews contrary to its own posi- 
tion. 

The investigation of The Tribune speaks for 
itself, in the following interviews clipped 


from its columns: 

Halstead Smith, Chairman of Fioyd Coun- 
ty Democratic Committee—The message 0c- 
curs to me as a request in favor of the single 
gold standard. If such a request is acc ed 
to ‘by congress, there is trouble ahead for the 
democracy in the south. Personally I %e- 
lieve that the promises of the democratic 
platform shouid be carried out. 

Donald Harper—I do not know much about 
the financiai question, but I do know Mr, 
Cleveland ignored the Chicago platform, and 
I believe the peopie are not in accord with 
his views. 

Captain J. H. Reece—My opinion, frankly, 
is that the message doesn’t cover the situa- 
tion. He only touches on the repeal of the 
Sherman law, and intimates nowhere e.s¢ 
a remedy for the present financial distress of 
the country. 1 do not believe the repeal of 
the Sherman law wiii bring about what the 
peopie want; they want a greater volume of 


currency. 

T. W. Alexander—I am gatisfied 
with Cleveland, and believe he will do what 
is right if he can get congress to help him. 

Captain Roweil—I am surprised at the mes- 
sage in view of the democratic platform 
upon which Mr. Cleveiand was elected. 

Colonel W. W. Vandiver—I think the mes- 
sage characteristic of the man, and is a 
strong presentation of the views of mono- 
metallists, but think it will be very disap- 
pointing to the south and west, since he 
simply suggests a repeal of the Sherman law 
without offering a suggestion of substitute 
legislation therefor. 

Judge Meyerhardt-An able document, but 
I do not agree with his views. I am a bDi- 
metallist. 

Colonel W. 8. McHenry—I was for Gill 
frown the first and since Cleveland’s message 
I am more convinced that the party made a 
mistake in piacing Cleveland in the presiden- 
tial chair. 

J. H. Spurlock—Mr. Cleveland evidently 
thinks that the repeal of the Sherman silver 
bill will do away with the present panic, 
which is now upon the country. He seems 
to think that alone is necessary. I am now 
sdmedwhat surprised he did not go further 
and suggest other means besides that for 
congress to legisiate be go tending to salve 
the financial question our government. 

Moses Wright—His financial views are re- 
pubitecanism to the core; no democrat who 
respects bis party platform can follow it. 

M. B. Eubanks—The message is directly 
antagonistic to the democratic platform, and 
is a forcibie argument for a single standard, 
Shouid it be enacted into a law it will not 
meet with the approval of the people west 
and south. 

A. G. Ewing—I think it is a clear and logi- 
cal deduction from his premises and absolu 
ly convincing, though not consistent with the 
piatform upon which he was elected; how- 
ever, showing the president to be a statesman 
and sound financier rather than a poiitician 
and man to obey party orders. 

J. E. Dean—Mr, Cleveland thas clearly 
shown by bis message his view of the finan- 
cial situation, though it be not in keepi 
with the platform upon which he was elected. 
Yet I think his position the proper solution 
oi the financial question. 

R. A. Denny—I am well pleased with the 
message. His words were timely and di- 
rectly to the point. The only objection that 
I find to the message is that he fails to sug- 
yet any remedy provided the Sherman law 

repeaied. 

J. W. Rounsaviile—The message is - very 
good, but I notice he failed to suggest any 
remedy. Cleveland has touched the button, 
but congress wil! do the rest. I favor the 
demonetization of gold and making silver the 
standgrd ali over the world. 

W. M. Gammon—I don’t like the mes 
at all; it is all rot. Cleveland has openiy 
gone back on the democratic party and ig- 
nored the Chicago platform. His poiicy is 
one that has been threshed over and over 
again for the past twenty years, 

Captain J. J. Seay—It ts a good snecnnmes 
but the only objection to ‘t is that he did 
not suggest a remedy. 

BE. L. MceGhee—I think it a good document 
and to the point. 

Colonel I. E. Shumate—It is a very fine 
message, plain, logical and ec rehensive, 
and a strong presentation of Cleveland’s 
ideas. 

Jack King—I must say that I was disap- 
pointed in the message. It does not meet 
the present demand. Any common, ordinary 
business man in Rome could have written 
just as good a document. 

Captain T. Hiles—I think it is an abie mes- 
sage, pointed, decisive and comprehensive. 
ieveland has been burried too much, but 
if the people will give him time he will do 
what is right. 

J. L. Camp—I think the message is P ghiowt 
good. There are some points he could have 
explained more explicitly. The onjy aob- 
jection that I find to it is that he failed to 
suggest any remedy. I want the bullion now 
stored away in the treasury to be coined into 
good, honest silver doilars—the kind of dol- 
lars that our grandfathers used to have eighty 
years ago—100 cents on the doilar—scattered 
among the people. Taik about fluctuations 
in siiver. I'll be deuced if I wouldn’t try a 
barrel of that sort of money myself. Yes, 
sir, I would sell everything I’ve got for 100- 
cent doilars. 

W. A. Wright—I don’t think the message 
meets the present demand, although it is a 
very able document in point of originality 
and eomposition. He just says repeai the 
Sherman act and you all can go home, boys. 
That won’t give us any relief. If he had 
suggested a remedy in the way of repealing 
the 10 per cent tax on state banks issue, 
then I would have been with him. 

J. J. Black—I must say that I am surprised 
at the message. If I had known last fall 
that Cleveland would have ever written such a 
message, and understood his policy as I do 
now, he never would have gotten my vote. 
If he had suggested as a remedy the repeal 
of the 10 per cent tax on state banks of issue, 
then I would have been with him, 

J. F. MecCinure—I don’t like the message 
at all. He has, to my notion, gone back on 
the democratic party. 

J. A. Stansbury—The message did not meet 
with my expctations. I was in hopes he 
would suggest a remedy in case the Sherman 
law was repealed.

| qe Board Has Been at Work—Atlanta Has 
_ Never Had an Epidemic and the City 


«Is in Perfedt Sanitary Condition.

Atlanta is now the home of about fifty 


; yellow fever refugees. 


_ A special train loaded with about seven- 
- ty-five Pensacolians reached the depot about 


_ 2o'clock yesterday afternoon, and in a very 
short while two-thirds of the party were 
| waking themselves easy in Atlanta’s hotels 
and boarding houses, while the other third 


of the train load had left for suburban 
towns and for North Carolina. 
Another special train left Pensacola load- 


ed down last night and will reach the city 


gme time this morning. 


Those who came in yesterday are among 


the best and wealthiest people of the place 
and were on their way out of the state 


_ within an hour after the board of health of 


Pensecola had announced the presence of 
yellow fever in that town. The announce 


ment, it seems, created quite a panie and 


many people came away with what few 
things they could gather together in time to 
catch the special train. None took much 
time in arranging fer their departure, and 
when the train pulled away the depot plat- 
form was thronged with people anxious to 


 Jeave while there were as many as 500 


trunks piled around the building. The 
train was made up of fifteen coaches, and 
every coach was crowded, so anxious were 
the people to get away from the scene. 

The train, however, had some rough ex- 
periences fbefode reaching (Atlanta. The 
news went out from Pensacola that the 
train was coming loaded with people who 
bad been subjected to the yellow fever, 
and at every town after it crossed the 
state line Alabama officials were on hand 
to deny any one a resting place and to see 
that no one escaped from the train. At 
many wf the stations the officers were rein- 
forced by citizens of the town, and pas- 
sengers on the train at some points were 
denied the privilege of getting out while 
the train was standing still for orders. Be- 
fore the train reached Montgomery the ofli- 
cers in charge were notified not to stop 
and were informed that the track would be 
open for them through the city. The train 
obeyed the orders and came through the 
Alabama capital at ful] speed, with the 
doors closed and the windows down. 

But after the train reached Georgia soil 
the refugees were given a breath of fresh 
air, and when it reached Atlanta in the 
afternoon the passengers were not as tired 
as they were when they struck the Alabama 
capital 

The coming of them was announced to 
Mayor Goodwin and Dr. Alexander, chair- 
man of the board of health early in the 
morning, and the two officials held a con- 
sultation. ‘Dr. Alexander stated to the 
mayor that he was not apprehensive of 
any trouble and could see no reason for 
quarantining against the refugees. Mayor 
Goodwin was satisfied with Dr. Alexander’s 
statement, and after a short consultation 
Mayor Goodwin requested Dr. McRea, a 
member of the board of health, to accom- 
pany two of the sanitary officers to a point 
down the Atlanta and West Point road 
where they could board the special train 
for the purpose of seeing whether or not 
there were any sick persons on it. The 
doctor was instructed in event he found any 
one sick to have him removed unless he 
was going right on through, but not to stop 
any one else. 

The doctor and his sanitary inspectors 
met the train near East Point, and boarding 
it went from one end to the other. There 
was no one on the train sick and every one 
came on into the union depot. There be- 
tween forty and fifty left the¢union depot, 
some going to the Kimball, some to the 
Aragon, some to the Markham and some 
to private boarding houses, while between 
twenty and thirty left the city on the first 
outgoing trains, some ticketed for Asheville 
and other points in North Oarolina, while 
a few sought suburban towns for rest. 

Immediately after reaching the city Dr. 
McRae called upon Mayor Goodwin to 
whom he made a full and complete report. 
The doctor then called upon Dr, Alexander 


_ to whom he reported too. To both gentle 


men be stated that he had no reason to 
fear anything from those who came in on 
the train. After hearing the doctor's re- 
port Mayor Goodwin decided to call a meet- 


ing of the board of health, and at 5 o'clock 


the meeting convened with Dr. Alexander, 


_ Dr. McRae, Mayor Goodwin, Mr. Shrop- 


shire, chairman of the sanitary committee, 


| Uity Attorney Anderson and his assist- 
_ ant, Mr. Colville, and Chief Inspector Veal 
din attendance. Dr. McRae’a report satis- 


fied those present that there was no danger 
among those who had come in on the train 
and then the board began discussing what 
should be done. 

“From the best information I can secure,” 
said President Alexander, “it is not a 
certainty that the two deaths were due to 
Yellow fever, and if they were, it is not 
at all sure that there will be an epidemic. 


But be that as it may, I think it is our 


duty to be prepared in event it should 
turn out to be an epidemic. As far as the 
Spread of the disease is concerned in At- 
lanta, I have no fears of that. We have 
had the disease here more than once, and 


take them to the quarantine 
grounds, where they will be cared for.” 

‘But what about nurses if they are 

needed?’ asked the mayor. 
_ “Let the chief inspector go to work now 
and arrange to have them if they are need- 
ed. The last time we had the scare he did it 
and none were needed.” 

“The houses on the quarantine grounds 
are now occupied,” said Mr. Shropshire. 
“But when we let them out we did so with 
the understanding that the tenant would 
vacate within an hour. Wouldn't it be 
best for the chief inspector to have them 
vacated tonight?’ 

“At once by all means,” said President 
Alexander. 

“Yes, without any delay,” put in Mayor 
Goodwin. 

“Then I'd suggest, too,” said President 
Alexander, “that Dr. McRae see the gov- 
ernor and arrange with bim for the use of 
as many of the state’s tents as may be 
heeded. If we don’t need the tents then 
there will be no use to move them, but if 
we do need them we will want them quick. 
_ city will, of course, be able to pay for 
them.”’ 

“With that much done I don’t know of 
anything more we can do,’ remarked the 
president of the board. ““We ueed have no 
apprehensions of yellow fever here, but 
we should exercise every precaution to sat- 
isfy the people. Then when we have done 
that we will be better able to master the 
disease if it should possibly break the rec- 
ord and craw! in.” 

Every sugestion the president made 
was adopted by the board, and within ten 
minutes after the board adjourned Chief 
Inspector Veal was on his way to the 
quarantine grounds and within two hours 
a squad of men and women were at work 
cleaning the houses and grounds. 

Should a case now ghow itself in Atlanta 
the city wil] be ready to isolate it and treat 
it at once. 

The second train out of Pensacola will 
reach Atlanta this morning some time and 
will be met outside of the city by a physi- 
cian and a sanitary inspector, who will 
carry out the instructions of the board. 

Among those who came up on the train 
yesterday was the family of Mayor Chip- 
ley, of Pensacola. Mayor Chipley.is now 
in Washington, but will be back in Atlanta 
tomorrow. His family is at the Aragon. 
Mrs. Chipley, who is one of the most 
charming ladies of her state, gives a most 
realistic and interesting description of the 
panic which seized the people when the 
news went out that yellow fever had caused 
the two deaths. She will remain in the 
city for several days and cannot say what 
she will do until Mr. Chipley reaches the 
city. She was met at the union depot by 
Hon. John Colvin, who was wired by 
Mayor Chipley to be there. 

Among the refugees from Pensacola are 
Mr. Hatton Green and family. Mr. Green 
is president of the Citizens’ National bank 
of Pensacola. 

He and his family are stopping at the 
Kimball and if the scare at Pensacola does 
not subside soon he will carry his family 
on a tour through the north and east. 

Mr. Green does not seem to be apprehen- 
sive of any serious results. 

“The people,” said he, “are simply panic 
stricken and, as is usual under such cir- 
cumstances, are leaving the city in large 
numbers. 

“When we left last night there were 
fifteen passenger coaches filled with ref- 
ugees. 

“I don’t think, however, that the number 
who have left the city is as large as re- 
ported. 

“We kept our bank open until 9 o'clock 
last night to accommodate those who wished 
to leave the city. I did not myself decide 
to leave until late last night. I felt that 


it was best to protect my family from any | 


possible danger that might exist. 

“It is not generally agreed that the two 
patients who died in Pensacola were real- 
ly affected with yellow fever. 

“One of the number, a minister of the 
gospel, it seems had been a sufferer for 
years from Bright’s disease and his son, 
who has just returned from a trip abroad, 
attributes the gentleman’s death to that 
disease. The other patient was an infant.

ATLANTA'S ADVANTAGES APPARENT. 


Congress Will Be Memorialized and Every 
Effort Made in Washington to 
Get the Subtreasury. 


It begins to look as if Atlanta is to have 
a branch of the United States treasury 
located here. 

The suggestion to that effect made by 
Teller Woodson, of the Merchants’ bank 
through The Constitution on Tuesday morn- 
ing Was commented on throughout the city. 

As a result the Chamber of Commerce 
held a meeting and the question was dis- 
cussed jin all its bearings. 

By a unanimous vote the following res- 
olution was adopted: 

Whereas, At a recent congress of bankers, 
held at Savannah, Ga., f"mémorial was pre- 
pared asking congress to locate a subtreas- 
ury in the state of Georgia, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, feeling assured of the necessity 
and utility of the establishment of such sub- 
treasury, memorialize the president of the 
United States, the senators and congress- 
men, asking the location of such subtreas- 
ury in the city of Atlanta, also 

Resolved, That a copy of this resolution 
be sent to the president and the members 
of the senate and congress, and urge their 


co-operation to this end.

This memorial will be forwarded to Wash- 
ington at once. As Atlanta is rarely ever 
“turned down” in anything she tries to 
get, it is hardly probable that she will 
fail in this. 

The question of a subtreasury for Geor- 
gia came up before the recent convention 
of bankers held at Savannah. The reso- 
lution was offered by a Savannah delegate 
and that city was named as the location. 

But just here a little Atlanta diplomacy 
exerted on the part of Captain Robert J. 
Lowry, of the Lowry Banking Company, 
made the subtreasury a competitive prize 
to be received by the largest place. Cap- 
tain Lowry) innocently suggested that the 
cities of Augusta, Macon, Columbus, 
Athens, Brunswick and perchance the mod- 
est city of Atlanta would like to have a 
whack at the prize. 

His view of the matter was cham- 
pioned almost universally by the convention 
and the following memorial to congress 
was prepared and forwarded to Washing- 
ton: 

To the Honorable the Senate and House 
of Representatives, Washington, D. C.—The 
Georgia Bankers’ Association, assembied in 
convention at the city of Savannah, this 9th 
day of June, 1893, respectfully petition your 
honorable bodies that a subtreasury of the 
United States may be established at an early 
day in the state of Georgia. 

Following the eoast line, there is at pres- 
ent no subtreasury between Baltimore on 
the north and New Orleans on the south 
while in the interior Cincinnati, Chicago and 
St. Louis are the only cities thus favored. 

It will be seen that a very large area of 
our country (comprising many states) fs thus 
without the advantages and privileges which 
are afforded to business enterprises by the 
location of a branch of the treasury within 
easy reach. The volume of business within 
this aFea has increased in the past few years 
to an enormous extent, and nowhere more 
than in the state ox Georgia, whiti stands,

Without prem aA words your tition- 
ers would respectfully urge that all of the 
statistics of Georgia show beyond a doubt 
that the state possesses mining, manufactur- 
ing and commercial interests of  sufficiént 
importance to entitle it to what is now 
asked.

Atlanta is the first city in the state to 

take steps to get this prize and Teller Wood- 
son had the honor to start the ball to roll- 
ing. 
It is pretty generally agreed that Atlanta 
is the most central and otherwise best lo- 
cated point in the state for the sub- 
treasury. 

It is in the center of a territory with- 
out the conveniences of a subtreasury, and, 
heing the gateway to every place of im- 
portance in the country, is more acces- 
sible. 

The bankers and business men of the 
city are enthusiastic for the subtreasury 
and the memorial of the Chamber of Com- 
merce will be accompanied to Washington 
with their strong endorsement. 

Speaking of the matter today Captain 
Bob Lowry said: 

“It would be a great thing for Atlanta. 
Besides reducing the expense of handling 
large quantities of silver, it would bring 
Atlanta in touch with all the business cen- 
ters for a radius of 1,500 miles. When 
silver accumulates on our hands now we 
have to ship it by express to Washington 
or New York at a cost of $4 per $1,000 
and are subjected to the inconvenience 
of the necessary delays. With a _ sub- 
treasury we could simply dump our surplus 
silver into its vaults and get currency in 
return without delay or cost.” 

Cashier Joseph A. McCord, of the At- 
lanta Trust and Banking Company, shares 
the above views. 

“Yes, sir,” said he, “Atlanta ought to 
have it. In the fall of the year silver is 
as hard to get as currency is when we 
are overloaded with silver and the exchange 
of one for the other through the channels 
of a local subtreasury would be prompt, con- 
venient and expenseless. Besides this all 
the pension money paid out by the gov- 
ernment in this part of the south would 
be cashed here. 

“We should exhaust every means in our 
power to get a subtreasury.” 

Numbers of business men in other lines 
were interviewed and this is the way all 
of them talked. 

In the meantime the wires will be pulled 
in Washington and some fine morning At- 
lanta will wake up with a subtreasury, 
or “something better.”

Hon. W. R. Gorman, of Taleot county, was 
in Atlanta yesterday on business connected 
with the State Alliance.

If the promises of the democratic 
platform as redeemed by this administration 
there will be no trouble whatever in tie set- 
tlement of all difficulties and there will be 
no longer any ground for the third party in 
vhis or any other southern state. Feeling 
this way, I regretted very much, on reading 
the president’s message, to find that he so 
completely ignored his party platform, to 
which our people had looked so Kindly as t 
hope that on it we couid all unite in our dif- 
ferences ."' 

“What feature of the president’s message 
do you not approve?’ 

“T do not approve one word he says on the 
financial question. John Sherman and tne 
republican party never had a greater tribute 
paid them than that of Mr. Cleveland in his 
emphatic endorsement of their position. Our 
people are for bimetallism and the democratic 
party declared for it. It was that deciara- 
tion which caused it to carry the south by 
such a large majority last year, and it was 
that declaration which inspired the hope that 
through legisiation conforming to lt this 
year we could ail get together in the next 
campaign.

THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


Phe Day on the Fioor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, August 10.—Affairs at the 
stock exchange today showed an improved 
tendency, chiefly in consequence of the 
heavy arrivals of gold from Europe and the 
further engagements made in London for 
shipment of the yellow metal to this side. 
This, together with a reduction in the pre- 
miums on currency which led to a decided 
reduction in sterling exchange late in the 
day, stimulated purchases for both the long 
god short accounts. The feeling in financial 
circles was one of encouragement, and -lead- 
ing bankers, for the first time in several 
weeks, expressed the belef that the situa- 
tion was on the mend. No applications for 
clearing house loan certificates were made to- 
day, and it is not improbable that accounts 
wiil be canceled shortly. So fur as the 
stock market is ‘concerned it is to be said 
that it advances quickly on good news, 
whereas a few days ago it made but a feeble 
respouse. At the opening Louisville and 
Nashville broke 23-S to 553-3 in sympathy 
with a drop in London. St. Paul and Sugar 
were also heavy, the latter yielding as much 
as 13-8 per cent. As soon as it was found 
that a few long stocks were coming out a 
Sharp advance ensued. This in turn induced 
selling for the short account and there was 
a reaction, but during the afternvon the 
bears became alarmed, and under the Infiu- 
ence of their purchases as well as the sup- 
port accorded the market by the bulls, a 
general advance took place. General Elec- 
tric moved up 51-2; Western Union, 27-8; 
Union Pacific, 2; Burlington and Quincy, 
812; Chicago Gas, 41-8; St. Paul, 2 1-8; Rock 
Island, 3 1-4; Lackawanna, 2, and Lake Shore, 
4 3-4; Canada Southern, Pullman, 4; Su- 

ar, 31-2, and Northwestern, 31-2. The

spond to the increased demand from spinners and the 
favorable tone of the market here last evening. Prices 
remained steady the pubiication of the bureau 
report, which, though worse than for many years past, 
was considered as better than the conditions in July 
warranted the report to be, and immediately the mar- 
ket dropped some 748 points from the prices ruling 
last evening, to which the market had rallied under the 
influence of the buying above mentioned. From this 
point there has been a slight improvement, and the 
market is quiet with the temver still very bearish, and 
lower prices are expected by the trade. Their basis 
for this position is the fact that rains have fallen in 
Texas, and that the crop has improved since the Ist 
instant. They also point to the condition of the wheat 
market as a criterion of the difficulty in moving cot- 
ton to market on account of the scareity of currency. 
It is indeed trae that unless confidence is restored by 
the action of congress before the cottun crop com- 
mences to move it will be exceedingly difficult to ob- 
tain the necessary currency with which to bring for- 
ward the cotton for Europe, At present the position 
of the southern banks appears to be to hold all the 
money they have and make no advances whatever to 
anybody, leaving the New York banks to furnish the 
nevessary tneans with which to move the cotton crop 
to market. In the present condition of affairs this 
cannot be«ione, as the entire country has drawn upon 
this center to such an extent that bunkers here will 
decline to forward currency to any section unless they 
receive the gold from Europe. In other words, the 
situation at the moment is that every one is tempted 
to do business upon a cash basis, and as this is an im- 
possibility the result may be a light movement of cot- 
ton, low prices in the south and higher prices in New 
York and Liverpool, as with the present bureau report 
and a light movement of the crop it will be difficult to 
convince Europe that the crop is not a short one. 

We append the bureau report with its comparisons 
with last month and last year. It will be noticed that 
there is a sharp falling off in the condition as c.mpared 
with last year, when the crop was a very short one:

NEW YORK, August 10—The cotton market today 
has been very active, the chief influencing features 
being the monthly bureau report of the crop condition 
which shows 2 per cent below both last month and last 
year. This was rather « better showing than was ex- 
pected, and consequently caused the decline, which is 
10 points from last night. There was a slight improve- 
ment for a few minuteson an unfavorable reading of 
the text of the report, but that favorabie reading was 
forgotten in the idea that conditions have improved 
since the report was made up. Continued unfavor- 
able outside features make the outlook for hand- 
ling the crop very wneertain and continues to fur- 
nish the bears with ammunition, which, together with 
the lack of outside support, makes it very easy to ef- 
fect a decline. There seems to be but littie hopes of 
bringing in any of the outside element, as they have no 
cash to furnish in the way of margins. and this of 
course makes an absence of a very censiderabie sup- 
port tothe market. The bureau report will be entirely 
forgotten after tomorrow, and the market wil! again 
be left to crop advices and financial features. We think 
it will be for some time a nervous and not a very broad 
market, and flactuations of 10 points will be in order. 
No one seems to be over-confident on either side, all 
appearing to be satisfied with quickjturns.

THE CHICAGU MAKAET 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Previsions. 

CHICAGO, August 10.—Everything on 
change showed strength today and closed at 
an advance. Wheat is nearly lc better. 
Corn and oats notwithstanding reports that 
the big drought is broken, retained 1-8c gain 
each. Provisions, despite yellow fever at 
Pensatola, had very few soft spots and 
closed 20c higher for lard, 15c for pork and 
10c for ribs. A large source of the strength 
was a dispatch from New York saying only 
$18,000,000 of clearing house certificates 
issued have really been used and that this 
amount can easily be retired by gold coming 
from Eyrope or by the additional currency 
now being taken out by the banks. 

Wheat at the opening was about 3-4c 
higher than yesterday’s closing figures, de- 
clined 34sq@1-2c, then became firmer again 
and prices were advanced 5-8c, held fuirly 
steady and the closing was about 7-S8a@lc 
higher than yesterday. The break of 3-8@ 
1-zc was on Nashville failures and on large 
offerings, influenced by an easy feeling in 
corn, attributed to reports of rains in the 
west. Later the market Was very stroog 
again on good buying and only small offer- 
ings. Engtish cables were a little more en- 
couragiug. There were reports of cunsider- 
able mere gold coming to America. Some 
operators looked for sume wsnprovement in 
the government orcep report and cthers= for a 
lower condition. It is still very cifficult to 
sell exchange and this interferes sumewbat 
with shipping operations.

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Sad Story of the Downfall of an Aris- 
tocratic Family. 


The Beautiful Young Daughter Was Forced 
to Give Up Her Loved Instrument, 
The Ladies Take a Hand. 


A grand upright piano, rich-toned and 
finely finished, just such an instrument as 
sits in the parlors of many of the wealth- 
iest homes in this city; amid the odds and 
ends and all sorts of things found in a 
Decatur street pawnshop, tells of the ad- 
versity that has befallen a family that, 
only a few months ago, stood among the 
first families of the etate. 

The piano was the property of a young 
lady of education and _ refinement, the 
daughter of a cultured man, of excellent 
family, who, but a few months ago, was 
supported by a strong political influence, 
had scores of friends, and was postmaster 
at a Georgia city, ranking fourth or fifth 
in size of the Georgia cities. 

Now, the piano belongs to the same cata- 
logue with the watch pawned by the drunk- 
ard, the dress pawned for a song by a 
starving wife, or the bit of jewelry pawned 
to pay house rent. It originally cost $450, 
but it was pawned by the needy family for 
a mere trifle. 

The story of the family’s financial down- 
fall is familiar to many Atlanta people. 
For eight years the father was postmaster 
of one of the foremost cities of ¢he state, 
and drew a large salary. The family was 
large and their social standing high, and 
the salary earned by the father was all 
consumed by the demands of the family. 

But a few months ago the father lost 
the position of postmaster and suddenly 
found himself without a position, without 
money, with a large family to support, and 
incapacitated for any other kind of work, 
after having spent so many years in the 
government’s service. Thinking that At- 
lanta offered a brighter field for him to 
secure a fresh start in the world, the father 
came here. He found it hard to get work; 
impossible to get the kind of work he 
wanted. His supply of cash was soon ex- 
hausted and in a few weeks after their 
arrival here this proud family found them- 
selves living in direst poverty. 

They were too sensitive to make known 
their financial troubles to their 
former friends and continued to 
live in want, hoping to soon 
find better times, One by one the few 
household articles that reminded them of 
their former life of plenty, remnants of the 
period when they never dreamed of such 
adversity, were sacrificed for a mere noth- 
ing to assist in maintaining the family. 
Everything went, except the grand piano. 
The beautiful young daughter clung to her 
piano with the hope that times would im- 
prove.. After nearly everything that pos- 
sessed any value was gone the piano alone 
remained. It little harmoni with the 
poverty of its surroundings, but not one 
of the large family ever hinted that it 
should go, too. 

But the prospects for work for the father 
grew worse and a day or so ago the father, 
terribly worn and bearing the marks of his 
hard experiences to such an extent that his 
old friends would not have known 
him, entered the pawnshop of 
Henry H. Schaul, at No. 146 
Decatur street, and spoke to the proprietor 
for a moment. He said that he had a nice 
piano that he wanted to pawn for as much 
money as he could get on it. 

That afternoon’ the piano was brought 
down. Forced to the last extremity the 
family surrendered it and received in re- 
turn less than one-fourth its value. A grand 
piano is not a common article in a pawn- 
shop on Decatur street. People who patron- 
ize a pawnshop do not, as a rule, own such 
fine instruments and the debut of the in- 
strument caused quite a commotion on the 
street. Often during the day its rich tones 
can be heard from amid the heaps of ar- 
ticles, every one of which is a reminder of 
some poor wretch’s misfortune. 

Several benevolent ladies have become 
interested in the family and are doing all 
they can for them. Yesterday quite a dele- 
gation visited the pawnshop to inspect the 
piano, and one of the youngest of them, a 
fashionable young lady, sat down before 
the instrument and played such a rare tune 
as Decatur street pawnshops do not hear 
once in a very long time.

WEATHER FORECAST AND SYNOPSIS, 


Hot weather prevailed yesterday in the 
central Mississippi valley, in the lake region 
and over a considerable portion “of the north 
Atlantic coast region.

SEVERAL DAYS WILL BE REQUIRED 


In Which to Arrange the Alcoves and 
Classify the Books—This Done 
the Building Will Be Opened. 


The new building of the Young Men’s 
Library Association, on Marietta street, is 
nearly completed. . 

Sufficient progress has been made for the 
removal of the books and alcoves, and the 
next few days will witness a lively scene 
in the neighborhood of the new building. 

Yesterday afternoon geveral drays were 
engaged in hauling the books and furniture 
to the new quarters. Two or three of the 
directors were at the building, in charge of 
the removal, while force of competent 
workmen was employed during the day.

The task of removing 
severa] thousand volumes is not to be light- 
ly estimated. Only a start was made yes- 
terday afternoon, and while a great deal 
of work was done, but little difference ap- 
peared from the crowded condition of the 
old building. A visitor to the former quar- 
ters of the association, on Decatur street, 
will be astonished to see the upheaval that 
has taken place within the last few days. 

The removal from the old building car- 
ries with it a touch of sadness. A great 
many pleasant associations are connected 
with the old place, and for more than 
twelve years the members of the associa- 
tion have been in the habit of visiting the 
library on Decatur street. 

It will require several days to get ac- 
customed to the change, but the beauty of 
the grounds and the elegance of the new 
building will contribute to a reconciliation. 
The membership promises to be larger than 
ever before in the history of the associa- 
tion. 

In the new building the books will be con- 
veniently arranged, and every volume will 
be classified under its proper subdivision. 
Several new books will be added to the 
catalogue and by the Ist of September, if 
not before that time, the volumes will be 
ready for circulation. 

Everybody who has seen the new build- 
ing is in love with it. It has a modest, 
home-like appearance, and is surrounded 
by a green lawn, delightfully shaded with 
large oak trees. The surroundings are most 
attractive and beautiful, while the interior 
of the building is no less elegant and cozys 

An approved taste has been displayed in 
the arrangement, as well as in the colors 
and general finish of the new building. 
There is not a home in the city more at- 
tractively furnished, and as such it will 
no doubt draw a larger number into the 
reading rooms than ever before. Every ef- 
fort will be made to increase the popularity 
and efficiency of the library. 

Miss Annie Wallace, the librarian, has 
contributed faithfully to this end, and her 
zeal has been fruitful in the acquisition of 
many new members. For the last few days 
she has been a bundle of energy, and noth- 
ing has been allowed to escape her super- 
vision. Mr. Jones, the assistant secretary 
has also been busy and every moment o 
his time hag been occupied in the work of 
the removal. These two officers of the as- 
sociation will be handsomely repaid when 
they get into the new building. 

A Receptivun to Be Given. 


As soon as the aleoves have been ar | 


ranged and the volumes placed in their 
proper order on the shelves, the doors of 
the building will be thrown open to the 
public. 

A reception, in the nature of a house- 
warming, will be given and the building 
will be formally dedicated to the culture 
and improvement of the city. : 

Several entertainments will be given dur- 
ing the coming winter, and the library will 
be the means of furnishing much pleasure 
and instruction to the lovers of music and 
of good literature in the city. 

This is, in part, the mission of the as- 
sociation. It will be the aim of the direc- 
tors to bring to the city in person, as well 
as in print, all of the available authors of 
the day. An effort will be made in this re- 
spect, to make Atlanta one of the most 
cultured and attractive literary centers of 
the south.

THE PLAINTIFF WHIPPED A NAPOLEON 


And Has Traveled All Around the World 
Twice, Chronicling Many Strange 
Things in a Diary. 


Every one who visits Tallulah Falls 
knows the count, if not personally, at least 
by reputation. His picturesque cottage sits 
up on the side of the mountain, just a 
hundred yards or so from the Robinson 
house, and it overlooks the great gorges 
through which the thundering waters ever 
rush and leap. 

He is the resident physician, and a skill- 
ful doctor he is. 

And there is no more interesting mau 
anywhere. He has traveled the world 
over twice. Born a Frenchman, served jn 
the British navy, served under the Belgian 
flag and located in the mountains of Georgia. 
Fountains play on the sloping grounds 
under his cottage windows; rustic bridges, 
summer houses and little lakes adorn the 
mountain side, making it altogether a re- 
markably charming spot. On the walls of 
his home hang curios from many worlds 
and representing many epochs in history. 
There is a scimitar used by a Turk in 
the Crusades, a hammered brass plaque 
telling a story of war in the seventh cen- 
tury, another plaque of the thirteenth 
century, when the art of the earlier age 
was lost, a sivord used by one of the 
count’s family at Waterloo, a helmet and 
pair of iron gauntlets worn by an ancestor 
500 years ago. In a corner is a spinning 
wheel two centuries old and on every side 
are equally interesting and ancient things. 
The albums on the center table contain 
pictures of Queen Victoria, Albert Edward, 
beautiful women in royal costumes, the 
unfortunate Louis, who was a schoolmate, 
and whom the count tells you he whipped 
more than once at their ecole when the 
prince was dreaming of some day sitting 
on the throne of France, never caring a 
fig then for Zulus in south Africa. It is 
a wonderfully interesting spot and the 
owner is more so. 

Doubly Damaged. 

Many a visitor to the falls calls occasion- 
ally and he gets a hearty welcome, though 
uninvited. Of late the count has not becn 
able to get around much, owing to partial 
paralysis of one leg. He has suffered in- 
tensely and has been confined to his house. 
The paralysis was caused, he says in a 
suit filed in the superior court of Fulton 
county, by the administration of an in- 
jection in his thigh at Indian Springs last 
May. He had gone down there to be 
treated at the Keeley institute, which is 
a branch of the institute in Atlanta. Dr. 
Harris Hall was his physician and one 
night gave him a hypodermic injection 
of gold, in one thigh. Dr. DuBoeay states 
that the syringe was not clean and the 
injection was not properly prepared. Pret- 
ty soon the point penetrated by the needle 
became a sore and finally turned into an ab- 
seess. This was succeeded by other ab- 
scesses and the limb became very painful. 
Recently the count has altogether lost the 
use of the member. So he has sued for 
$15,000 damages. The injection, however, 
is not wholly blamed for the damage done, 
but the plaintiff charges that when Dr. 
Hall operated on him the doctor was un- 
der the influence of liquor. Dr. Hall in- 
sisted on the doctor patient going with 
him to another part of the house. In pass- 
ing through a swinging door Dr. Hall al- 
lowed it to hit Dr. DuBoeay. Dr. Hail 
weighs. 300 pounds and the force of the 
door broke a bone in the count’s leg. Dr. 
Willis Westmoreland, of Atlanta, treated it 
and put it in a plaster cast. 

Dr. Hall is one of the Keeley institute 
physicians. 

A Coincidence. 

As mentioned above. Count Du'Boeay 
is a Frenchman by birth, but he would be 
taken for an Englishman. In his travels 
over the world he kept a diary of what he 
saw. The volumes are thick and contain 
many things which are novel to the aver- 
age reader. One volume which happens to 
be in Atlanta was shown to a Constitution 
reporter yesterday. By a coincidence the 
page at which the book was opened con- 
tained something about a physician giving 
an injection. This caught the of 
the readers and, on 
back, they found that 
a description of the method of embalming 
Chinamen on shipboard. The count was a 
passenger on a steamship from San Fran. 
cisco in Angust, 1879. On the fourth day 
out a Chinaman in the steerage died. He 
was ill when he went on board the ship, 
but no one knew how far the disease had 
advanced. The narrator goes on to Say: 
“His countrymen would not think of send- 
ing for the ship’s surgeon. The lower 
class of Chinamen, I find, have an idea that 
European or American doctors will poison 
them if called upon to prescribe for their 
ailments.” The account goes on to say 
that not one of the sick man’s countrymen 
would lend him a hand or do anything for 
him. They gambled and laughed = and 
smoked while he was dying/ The only at- 
tention the heathen got was from an as- 
sistant engineer, an Irishman named Keliy, 
who gave him cooling drinks and tried to 
ease his last hours. The body was em- 
balmed and earried across the ocean, all 
Chinamen desiring to be buried jn their 
native country.

Cap Joyner and his laddies made many 
of the old Atlantians recall the halcyon days 
of the volunteer fire system of Atlanta yes- 

terday. 

And they made many more who never 
saw the efficient volunteer system of the 
city feel proud of Atlanta’s fire department 
and her magnificent new waterworks. 

More than that, it made many forget 
the late unpleasant dispute between the 
fire department and the waterworks de 
partment which grew out of the fire pressure 
at the telephone exchange fire a few weeks 
ago. 

The feeling between the two departments 
which began then was a feeling really on 
the outside, for neither the firemen or the 
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ere cul of, the hose wer 
moved and the street cars which had Seen 
oper for an hour were allowed to move 
The test was one of the most complete 
and satisfactory ever made in Atlanta, 
Even in the days when the volunteer sys- 
fem was in vogue nothing was ever seen 
like it. The firemen worked as though 
everything depended on their work while 
the water pressure came up as though it 
Was something living and realized that no 
good could be accomplished without its com- 
plete support. The people who saw the 
test forgot before it was over that there 
ree ever been any difference between the 
wi * nail spat so perfectly harmonious 

he test made many Atlantian 

but it made none happier than ao Prk 
themselves, who were working with the 
nozzles. It is the firemen who feels the 
want of water more than all others when 
water fails to come when it is wanted 
by a fireman, and when the members of

waterworks men ever thought of it after 
the investigation was over. Still both sides 
had their friends and when the hour for 
the test came around yesterday morning 
the streets about the Kimball and the cor- 
ners were thronged with people who were 
anxious to see how the test would result. 
And they were all satisfied with the result, 
for both the pressure and the work of: the 
firemen was the best the city has ever 
seen. 

Mr. Holly at the new waterworks had 
been informed that the alarm would be 
rung in at 10 o'clock exactly and)’ when 
that hour arri he was -het. surpriged tp 
hear the big clang. Just before 10. o'clock 
Chief Joyner left the engine house anid 
drove to the corner of Decatur and Peach- 
tree streets. There he foud Sergeant 
Slaughter and a platoon of police at his 
command. It did not take the chief long 
to tell the sergeant what he wanted the po- 
lice to do and it took the sergeant less time 
to carry out the orders given him. Jue 
platoon of police Was 30 placed ihat ne 
ove could in any way interfere with the 
work of the fire department and the men 
did their work in the best manner possible. 

Just before 10 o'clock Chief Joyner opened 
the box on the Beermann corner ald as 
the hands of his watch marked 10p0'clock 
he pulled the lever. As he pulied the 
lever parties who had been waging on the 
time and the result touched a stop watch 
and as the hands of the watch stopped 
the bell sounded. With the first tap of the 
bell the horses started for their places 
and before the sound was over the animals 
were ready to move. As the last ‘stroke 
came in the machines moved out of the 
houses and made a run for. the plug for 
which they had been assigned and which 
were the same plugs they would have 
sought had the alarm come without any 
previous knowledge. Before the beil had 
given the third alarm the hose wagons 
were upon the scene and at work. 

Just one minute and forty seconds after 
Chief Joyner touched the lever a stream of 
water spurted from a nozzle and went upon 
the Kimball. 

Ten seconds later two more streams 
sprayed upon the top of the house and 
before the two minutes were out nine out 
of the ten streams were at work. 

Inside of one minute and three-quarters 
one of the companies had hooked its horses, 
made the run, attached the hose to the plug, 
strung its line and was playing water upon 
the top of the Kimball. | 

Who wants to lose a fortune by saying 
that that is bad work? 

Before the two minutes were out ail 
but one of the streams were doing the same 
thing. 

Could the people of any city ask miore 
from its fire department? 

The yell that went up from the throats 
of many hundreds would indicate that it 
could not. The firemen were cheered long 
and joud for the good work they did and in 
the happiness many felt the waterworks 
test was forgotten until the firemen them- 
selves began yelling. 

Aud when the streams went upon the 
top of the big, high hotel, a point water 

as never reached before in Atlanta, the 
firemen were compelled to yell. | 

When the department came rushing upon 
the square where every one knew the test 
was to be made there were nearly five 
thousand people watching the work. 
There were people on top of the Kimball 
and people at every window on every floor 
of the hotel, all anxious to see the test made. 
The buildings around the Kimball were 
thronged with people. Some were crowded 
on the top and some had window galleries, 
While others were thronged on the inside. 

But all were out for the same @urpose— 
to see the water test made by the best 
fire department in the south. — 

None of the lines had any trouble in 


flushigg the top of the Kimball and in 
making the flush it is said that Mr. Ed 
Callaway was given a bath while prome- 
nading upon the roof of the Kimball. 
After warning for a half hour with hi sten 
Streams Chief Joyner saw that he had a 
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upon the top of the Kimball they could 
not repress the yell they sent up. Of the 
mrany thousands who saw the water reach 
the top of the building there was not one 
hat did not feel safer and more secure 
than ever before. 

Mayor Goodwin, President Hillyer, of 
the water board, City Engineer Clayton, 
Superintendent Richards, ex-Mayor Hemp- 
hill ‘and the entire membership of the wa- 
ter board were present and were pleased 
With the result. 

“I am of the opinion,” said Mavor Good- 
win aften the lines of hose bad been re- 
moved, “that Atlanta is the luckiest city 
in the world. There is no town of which 
lL have any Knowledgé that has a fir@ de- 
partment that could make that run in that 
time and have on ten streams in that time. 
I always knew that Atlanta had a mighty 
fast fire department, but I had no idea 
that it wus half so quick. Then when I 
stop to think that Atlanta new has a wa- 
terworks system which will give her all 
the water that her quick fire departiment may 
need and do it at a second’s notice, I feel 
like yelling a little myself. It was the most 
courplete test I ever saw, and the water de- 
partment is to be congratulated as much 
as the fire department in the work that was 
accomplished. I was surprised myself at 
the pressure, and I was surprised too at 
the rapiqity with which the firemen got to 
work. Now I’m satisfied. and the man 
who was not satisfied can’t be easily sat- 
isfied.”’ 

Chief Joyner came away from the test 
wet to the skin, but his face was wreathed 
in smiles. He was about the happiest man 
in Aflanta. 

“Why,” said he, “if I can always get as 
good as Igot there I'll beat any fire the 
town may spring unless it gets too much 
of a ‘start before I know it. The pressure 
was magnificent and I happen to know 
that it is not as much as I could get if I 
needed more. 1 am free to admit that it 
was more than I expected, and I am equally 
free to say that 1 would not have asked 
for more than | got.

As long as we are able 
to give a pressure that will please Chief 
Joyner and we succeed in doing it, we will 
be able to please others. He is the best 
fire chief in the country and now he has 
behind him the best fire department in the 
country and the best water system in the 


uth.

FIFTY MEN LAID OFF BY THE DANVILLE. 


The Time of the Others Increased from Six 
Hovwrsto Eight—Nancy Hanks Will 
Change Her Schedule Sunday. 


Railroad men are not eo cheery as they 
used to be. The depression in business 
is affecting traffic terribly and retrench- 
ment is the word. In years there has not 
been such a serious onslaught on expenses 
as is being made right now jn all parts of 
the country. There is no businese and it 
is impossible to run on as heretofore. Every 
manager is trimming his sails to suit the 
wind. When the Louisville and Nashville 
ordered a cut all round recently observant 
men everywhere felt that other roads would 
follow. suit. When the Louisville and 
Nashville has to reduce the payroll other 
lines may say what they please, but things 
are not in good shape with them. 

Ever since November, 1891, the roads 
have been cutting expenses wherever they 
could. Managers got the operating ac- 
counts down to a point where they did not 
see how they could be lowered any more. 
Now and then men would be taken back, 
but as a rule the payrolls were kept small. 
But the financiers who have to find the 
money to pay the bills when the roads are 
not earning anything, say that they cannvt 
borrow any longer. 

tig Changes on the Georgia. 

Yesterday morning it was stated in The 
Constitution that tae Georgia road would 
reduce the payroll 25 per cent, dating from 
the morning. General Manager  Scutt 
came up from Augusta, accompanied by 
General Passenger Agent Jackson. They 
went carefully over affairs at this end of 
the line and it was given out that the 
operating expenses will be reduced one- 
third. There will be the cut of one-fourth 
in salaries and some radical changes in 
train service. 

It is said that the two fast trains be- 
tween Augusta and Atlanta are to be 
taken off and all service trains will be 
discontinued for the present. The fast 
mails as they are known are the passenger 
trains which arrive here at 1 o’clock p. m. 
aud leave at 2:45 o'clock p. m. This will 
leave only two trains a day between the 
two cities, one departing in the morning and 
the other at night. It may be that the 
schedule of the night trains will be changed 
80 a8 to make them leave earlier, but no of- 
ficial announcement has been made. 

‘ihe Nancy for Local Work. 

The Central will take off the passenger 
trains on Sunday. The fleet and far-famed 
Nancy Hanks will be substituted for the 
trains which leave here in the morning. and 
arrive at night. Miss Nancy will do local 
work between Savannah and Macon and 
will make about her present schedule from 
Macon here-and from Atlanta to Macon. 
There is a morning train from Macon do- 
ing the local work and it goes back in the 
afternoon, The new schedule has not been re- 
ceived yet. It is a great pity that such a 
train as this blue flyer has to do local work.
